Sexual Offenders Omnibus Act of 2010 2 

 

FOR the purpose of prohibiting the earning of diminution credits to reduce the term of 3 

confinement of a certain inmate who is serving a sentence for a certain sexual 4 

offense against a minor; eliminating parole eligibility for sexual offenders who 5 

are serving terms of confinement for certain offenses against minors committed 6 

on or after a certain date; providing that this Act does not restrict a certain 7 

authority of the Governor to pardon or remit a certain sentence; repealing the 8 

requirement that the Maryland Parole Commission administer extended sexual 9 

offender parole supervision; altering certain provisions relating to extended 10 

sexual offender supervision of certain offenders; altering the term for certain 11 

extended sexual offender supervision; requiring a sentence for certain persons 12 

to include a term of lifetime sexual offender supervision; altering the term of 13 

lifetime sexual offender supervision; establishing that lifetime sexual offender 14 

supervision is imposed on a defendant for a crime committed on or after a 15 

certain date; requiring a certain sentencing court to impose certain conditions of 16 

lifetime sexual offender supervision and to advise certain persons of the 17 

conditions of lifetime sexual offender supervision; requiring the sentencing court 18 

to order a presentence investigation under certain circumstances; authorizing a 19 

certain sentencing court to adjust certain conditions of lifetime sexual offender 20 

supervision under certain circumstances; establishing a certain offense and 21 

penalty for violation of lifetime sexual offender supervision; authorizing certain 22 

procedures for violations of lifetime sexual offender supervision; requiring 23 

certain judges to hear certain violations and certain petitions; authorizing a 24 

certain sentencing court to deny a certain petition under certain circumstances; 25 

providing for the discharge of certain persons from lifetime sexual offender 26 

supervision under certain circumstances; requiring a certain sentencing court to 27 

hear and adjudicate certain petitions; altering the composition of a certain 28 

sexual offender management team; requiring certain progress reports of a 29 

certain sexual offender management team; prohibiting a District Court 30 

commissioner from authorizing the pretrial release of a defendant who is 31 
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registered on a certain registry; authorizing the Department of Public Safety 1 

and Correctional Services to adopt certain regulations; requiring the 2 

Department, within a certain period of time after receiving a registration 3 

statement, to send a copy of the registration statement to the Motor Vehicle 4 

Administration; requiring rather than authorizing the Department to post on 5 

the Internet certain information about a certain registrant; requiring the 6 

Department to include the known aliases of a certain registrant on a certain 7 

posting on the Internet; prohibiting a certain registrant who is arrested on 8 

suspicion of any violation of the Code from being released from custody or 9 

charges from being dropped until the registrant is brought before a certain 10 

judge for a certain examination; creating a procedure in which a person who has 11 

been convicted of a sexually violent offense and who suffers from a certain 12 

mental abnormality or personality disorder may be placed in the custody of the 13 

Secretary of Health and Mental Hygiene until the person meets certain criteria; 14 

establishing that a term of extended parole supervision commences on the 15 

expiration of a certain term of commitment to a certain State facility; requiring 16 

the Commissioner of Correction of the Department to give notice to the Attorney 17 

General before certain persons who have been convicted of certain sexually 18 

violent offenses are released from confinement; requiring the Attorney General 19 

to determine if certain persons meet the criteria of sexually violent offenders in 20 

need of commitment; establishing certain procedures for determining whether 21 

persons are sexually violent offenders in need of commitment; requiring that a 22 

review committee of prosecutors and a multidisciplinary team be formed to 23 

make recommendations concerning the identification of sexually violent 24 

offenders in need of commitment; making the Commissioner and certain other 25 

individuals immune from civil liability for acts performed in good faith in 26 

carrying out this Act; specifying the criteria for finding a person to be a sexually 27 

violent offender in need of commitment; authorizing the Attorney General to 28 

petition the circuit court to find probable cause that a certain person is a 29 

sexually violent offender in need of commitment; authorizing a court to order a 30 

certain person taken into custody if the court determines certain probable cause 31 

exists; authorizing a court to conduct a trial under certain circumstances to 32 

determine if a certain person is a sexually violent offender in need of 33 

commitment; allowing a certain person certain rights at trial; requiring that the 34 

standard of proof at a trial to determine whether a person is a sexually violent 35 

offender in need of commitment be that of proof beyond a reasonable doubt; 36 

requiring that a person who is found to be a sexually violent offender in need of 37 

commitment be placed in the custody of the Secretary of Health and Mental 38 

Hygiene for control, care, and treatment at a State facility until the mental 39 

abnormality or personality disorder of the person has so changed that the 40 

person is not likely to engage in a certain act if released; requiring that a 41 

certain committed person in a State facility be subject to an annual mental 42 

examination and an annual status review hearing; authorizing the court to 43 

determine at an annual status review hearing that probable cause exists to 44 

believe that the committed person is not likely to engage in certain acts if 45 

released; authorizing that a release hearing be held under certain 46 

circumstances; establishing the procedures for certain hearings; requiring that 47 

the court release a committed person under certain circumstances; providing 48 
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that this Act has no effect on the operation of certain provisions of the Code; 1 

requiring the Administration, on receipt of a certain notice that a holder of or an 2 

applicant for a driver’s license or identification card has registered on a certain 3 

registry, to place a prominent notation on any driver’s license or identification 4 

card issued to the holder or the applicant indicating that the holder is a sexual 5 

offender registrant; prohibiting the removal of a certain notation unless the 6 

Department provides a certain written notice to the Administration; making a 7 

certain technical correction; deleting certain terms; making certain conforming 8 

changes; defining certain terms; and generally relating to sexual offenders. 9

  (1) evaluate information on the activities of parolees that the Division 15 

of Parole and Probation reports; 16

request that the Division of Parole and Probation make an investigation for inmates in 3 

a local correctional facility and the Division of Correction make an investigation for 4 

inmates in a State correctional facility that will enable the Commission to determine 5 

the advisability of granting parole to an inmate who: 6

undergo drug or alcohol treatment, mental health treatment, or to participate in a 16 

residential program of treatment in the best interest of an inmate’s expected or 17 

newborn child if the inmate: 18 

 

   (i) is not serving a sentence for a crime of violence, as defined 19 

in § 14–101 of the Criminal Law Article; 20 

 

   (ii) is not serving a sentence for a violation of Title 3, Subtitle 6, 21 

§ 5–608(d), § 5–609(d), § 5–612, § 5–613, § 5–614, § 5–621, § 5–622, or § 5–628 of the 22 

Criminal Law Article; and 23 

 

   (iii) has been determined to be amenable to treatment. 24 

 

 (b) Except as provided in subsection (c) of this section, if an inmate has been 25 

sentenced to a term of imprisonment during which the inmate is eligible for parole and 26 

a term of imprisonment during which the inmate is not eligible for parole, the inmate 27 

is not eligible for parole consideration under subsection (a) of this section until the 28 

inmate has served the greater of: 29 

 

  (1) one–fourth of the inmate’s aggregate sentence; or 30 

 

  (2) a period equal to the term during which the inmate is not eligible 31 

for parole. 32 

 

 (c) (1) (i) Except as provided in subparagraph (ii) of this paragraph, 33 

an inmate who has been sentenced to the Division of Correction after being convicted 34 

of a violent crime committed on or after October 1, 1994, is not eligible for parole until 35 

the inmate has served the greater of: 36 
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    1. one–half of the inmate’s aggregate sentence for 1 

violent crimes; or 2 

 

    2. one–fourth of the inmate’s total aggregate sentence. 3 

 

   (ii) An inmate who has been sentenced to the Division of 4 

Correction after being convicted of a violent crime committed on or after October 1, 5 

1994, and who has been sentenced to more than one term of imprisonment, including a 6 

term during which the inmate is eligible for parole and a term during which the 7 

inmate is not eligible for parole, is not eligible for parole until the inmate has served 8 

the greater of: 9 

 

    1. one–half of the inmate’s aggregate sentence for 10 

violent crimes; 11 

 

    2. one–fourth of the inmate’s total aggregate sentence; 12 

or 13 

 

    3. a period equal to the term during which the inmate is 14 

not eligible for parole. 15 

 

  (2) An inmate who is serving a term of imprisonment for a violent 16 

crime committed on or after October 1, 1994, shall receive an administrative review of 17 

the inmate’s progress in the correctional facility after the inmate has served the 18 

greater of: 19 

 

   (i) one–fourth of the inmate’s aggregate sentence; or 20 

 

   (ii) if the inmate is serving a term of imprisonment that 21 

includes a mandatory term during which the inmate is not eligible for parole, a period 22 

equal to the term during which the inmate is not eligible for parole. 23 

 

 (D) (1) AN INMATE IS NOT ELIGIBLE FOR PAROLE CONSIDERATION 24 

AND MAY NOT BE GRANTED PAROLE AT ANY TIME DURING THE INMATE’S 25 

SENTENCE IF THE INMATE IS SERVING A TERM OF IMPRISONMENT FOR A 26 

VIOLATION OF TITLE 3, SUBTITLE 3 OF THE CRIMINAL LAW ARTICLE 27 

COMMITTED ON OR AFTER OCTOBER 1, 2010, AGAINST A MINOR. 28

 [(d)] (E) (1) Except as provided in paragraphs (2) and (3) of this 32 

subsection, an inmate who has been sentenced to life imprisonment is not eligible for 33 

parole consideration until the inmate has served 15 years or the equivalent of 15 years 34 
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considering the allowances for diminution of the inmate’s term of confinement under § 1 

6–218 of the Criminal Procedure Article and Title 3, Subtitle 7 of this article. 2 

 

  (2) An inmate who has been sentenced to life imprisonment as a result 3 

of a proceeding under § 2–303 or § 2–304 of the Criminal Law Article is not eligible for 4 

parole consideration until the inmate has served 25 years or the equivalent of 25 years 5 

considering the allowances for diminution of the inmate’s term of confinement under § 6 

6–218 of the Criminal Procedure Article and Title 3, Subtitle 7 of this article. 7 

 

  (3) (i) If an inmate has been sentenced to imprisonment for life 8 

without the possibility of parole under § 2–203 or § 2–304 of the Criminal Law Article, 9 

the inmate is not eligible for parole consideration and may not be granted parole at 10 

any time during the inmate’s sentence. 11 

 

   (ii) This paragraph does not restrict the authority of the 12 

Governor to pardon or remit any part of a sentence under § 7–601 of this title. 13 

 

  (4) If eligible for parole under this subsection, an inmate serving a 14 

term of life imprisonment may only be paroled with the approval of the Governor. 15

 (e)] “Employment” means an occupation, job, or vocation that is full time or 10 

part time for a period exceeding 14 days or for an aggregate period exceeding 30 days 11 

during a calendar year, whether financially compensated, volunteered, or for the 12 

purpose of government or educational benefit. 13 

 

 [(f) “Extended parole supervision offender” means a person who: 14 

 

  (1) is a sexually violent predator; 15 

 

  (2) has been convicted of a violation of § 3–303, § 3–304, § 3–305, §  16 

3–306(a)(1) or (2), or § 3–307(a)(1) or (2) of the Criminal Law Article; 17 

 

  (3) has been convicted of a violation of § 3–309, § 3–310, or § 3–311 of 18 

the Criminal Law Article or an attempt to commit a violation of § 3–306(a)(1) or (2) of 19 

the Criminal Law Article; 20 

 

  (4) has been convicted of a violation of § 3–602 of the Criminal Law 21

  (5) has been convicted more than once of a crime as a child sexual 24 

offender, an offender, or a sexually violent offender.]

 [(k)] (I) “Sexually violent offense” means: 15 

 

  (1) a violation of §§ 3–303 through 3–307 or §§ 3–309 through 3–312 of 16

  (2) assault with intent to commit rape in the first or second degree or 18 

a sexual offense in the first or second degree as prohibited on or before September 30, 19 

1996, under former Article 27, § 12 of the Code; or 20 

 

  (3) a crime committed in another state or in a federal, military, or 21 

Native American tribal jurisdiction that, if committed in this State, would constitute 22 

one of the crimes listed in item (1) or (2) of this subsection. 23 

 

 [(l)] (J) “Sexually violent predator” means: 24 

 

  (1) a person who: 25 

 

   (i) is convicted of a sexually violent offense; and 26 

 

   (ii) has been determined in accordance with this subtitle to be at 27 

risk of committing another sexually violent offense; or 28 
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  (2) a person who is or was required to register every 90 days for life 1 

under the laws of another state or a federal, military, or Native American tribal 2 

jurisdiction. 3 

 

 [(m)] (K) “Supervising authority” means: 4 

 

  (1) the Secretary, if the registrant is in the custody of a correctional 5 

facility operated by the Department; 6 

 

  (2) the administrator of a local correctional facility, if the registrant, 7 

including a participant in a home detention program, is in the custody of the local 8 

correctional facility; 9 

 

  (3) the court that granted the probation or suspended sentence, except 10 

as provided in item (12) of this subsection, if the registrant is granted probation before 11 

judgment, probation after judgment, or a suspended sentence; 12 

 

  (4) the Director of the Patuxent Institution, if the registrant is in the 13 

custody of the Patuxent Institution; 14 

 

  (5) the Secretary of Health and Mental Hygiene, if the registrant is in 15 

the custody of a facility operated by the Department of Health and Mental Hygiene; 16 

 

  (6) the court in which the registrant was convicted, if the registrant’s 17

convicted in another state of a crime that would require the registrant to register if the 25

  (9) the Secretary, if the registrant moves to this State from another 27 

state where the registrant was required to register; 28 

 

  (10) the Secretary, if the registrant is convicted in a federal, military, or 29 

Native American tribal court and is not under supervision by another supervising 30 

authority; 31 

 

  (11) the Secretary, if the registrant is not a resident of this State and 32 

has been convicted in another state or by a federal, military, or Native American tribal 33 

court; 34 
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  (12) the Director of Parole and Probation, if the registrant is under the 1 

supervision of the Division of Parole and Probation; or 2 

 

  (13) the Secretary of Juvenile Services, if the registrant was a minor at 3 

the time the act was committed for which registration is required. 4 

 

 [(n)] (L) “Transient” means a nonresident registrant who enters a county of 5 

this State with the intent to be in the State or is in the State for a period exceeding 14 6 

days or for an aggregate period exceeding 30 days during a calendar year for a purpose 7 

other than employment or to attend an educational institution. 8
